At Board Session 


IGE - - the Individually Guid- 
ed Education system in effect 
at South and Shawsheen Schools 
- - came under fire by some 
members of the school com- 
mittee and a group of parents 
Tuesday night, as a possible 
reason for low test scores in 
those schools. 

Principals Jack Woodward 
and Isabelle Dobbie are to 
return to the committee with 
more back-up information. The 
two schools ranked lowest of 
the town’s six elementaries on 
standardized achievement tests 
last spring. 

During the two-hour discus- 
sion on IGE, Woodward said he 
couldn’t single out the variable 
that had caused scores to drop, 
but didn’t feel it was IGE. 

Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott said he ‘‘ean’t 
believe’ poor achievement was 
directly related to IGE, and 
Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert indicated that such 
variables as I.Q.’s and 
economic backgrounds should 
be considered a part of the total 
picture. 

The IGE controversy came to 


the fore earlier this year when 
the school committee cut the 
$2,000 membership charges for 
South and Shawsheen to par- 
ticipate in the Merrimack 
Education Center, sort of a 
clearing house for IGE.

Woodward explained IGE as 
a system of grouping children

‘He said the schools were 
divided into units, or teams, 
with unit leaders responsible 
for several teachers. The 
leaders also meet regularly as a 
group and with the principal. 
Other IGE characteristics in- 
clude multi-age grouping, pre- 
testing and assessment, home- 
school relationships, in-service 
training, and cooperation with 
the “‘league,”’ or the MEC. 
Miss Dobbie recommended 
continuance of IGE on a fee 
basis, with the schools contrac- 


ting for individual services, 
such as workshops or 
materials. 


Thirty Shawsheen parents, 
however, indicated by a letter 
read into the record by Chair- 
man Frank Griggs, that they 
found IGE ‘‘wanting.”’ 

The parents, who asked that 
their names by withheld, said 
they were arbitrarily condemn- 
ed to an IGE school, and open 
education ‘‘whether we like it 
or not,’’ and added that their 
day-to-day experience over 
three years had led to serious 
concern for our children’s 
academic welfare and future.”’

Andover, of course, is anticipating the trigger action 
of Hewlett-Packard in constructing a plant in West An- 
dover which will initiate construction of a trunk line 
sewer. 

That trunk will hook up with a Lawrence trunk line. 
The city is also looking toward the new Andover trunk 
to carry backwash water from its filtration plant across 
the river to the new Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District plant. 

Also, the city is planning construction of a new high 
school, which will be tied into another trunk line. This 
particular pipe is Andover’s trunk which follows the 
course of the Shawsheen River to the Merrimack, and 
will also be tied into the new sanitary district plant in 
North Andover. 

Underlining all of these proposals is a most signifi- 
cant consideration - - cost. 

The $2.5 million appropriated a couple of years ago by 
Andover for the trunk line to the West Andover in- 
dustrial area, may or may not be sufficient to build the 
line. 

Some financial relief may be sought by Andover of- 
ficials from the proposed developers of the area. 

If the Lawrence line from the filtration plant takes 
the route to the West Andover trunk, an increase in the 
size of the pipe will be necessary. 

When the new high school is built, larger mains will 
be necessary in that trunk line. 

What all of this means, as we see it, is some long, 
hard negotiations between the city and town ad- 
ministrators. 

There are courtesies and obligations involved. 

Over 50 years have transpired since Andover and 
Lawrence officials came to formal agreement on the 
path of the Shawsheen River trunk line which permits 
city entry into the system at any time. 

The new line to West Andover will be mutually 
beneficial, aiding Andover’s industrial growth and solv- 
ing a problem ordered corrected by the city by the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency. 

We can remain hopeful that the negotiations and dis- 
cussions between the administrators of the two 
municipalities will have mutually beneficial results. 


The State Police 
And Conservation 


The Trustees of Reservations, a rather august body 
dedicated to the preservation of open space and an- 
tiquities, has been causing some problems for the State 
Police. 

A member, or members, insist that the radio tower 
which has serviced the region from Holt Hill on proper- 
ty of the reservation, is unsightly and should be remov- 
ed. 

The Commonwealth, desiring to please as many as 
possible, has asked the town’s permission to move the 
tower and accompanying service building (shack) to 
town-owned land a short distance from its present loca- 
tion. 

The cost is estimated at $25,000. 

Frankly, if the Commonwealth is in such dire finan- 
cial straits, and we have every reason to believe that 
such is the case, we hardly deem the expenditure of 
$25,000 for a new tower advisable, just because some 
people care not for its appearance. 

The tower has been beaming life saving signals, in- 
stigating response to scenes of crime, etc., for well over 
25 years from its present location. 

It will soon serve as a beacon of protection via call 
boxes on Route 93.

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In a spirit of economy we would suggest the Trustees 
withdraw their objections and allow the tower to re- 
main in its present location. 

The service building is even serving as a conservation 
post, if you will, since, as we understand it, numerous 
squirrels call the place home. 

We trust the Trustees feel similarly and will relent on 
their insistance that the tower by moved.

Wednesday Ye 9: We got our 


brecfust and then went on the 
preade in the morning and 
Capt. (Thomas) Poor come out 
and spok very rash concernin 
our chusing a sargent and sai 
that we had no right to wich 
displeased the soldiers very 
much. Thay went of and di 
not duty that day. About leven 
aclok we preaded and Capt. 
Poor come and said that he 
was misunderstud and the 
comping setld with him by his 
making some recantation. The 
solder that was shot died about 
six aclok. 

Thursday Ye II: It was fast. | 
went to meting and herd Mr. 
Adams preach from Psams in 
afternune | staid hom to cuk. 

Fryday Ye 12: We preaded in 
the firenune. nothing hapen 
extrorderny this day. 

Saterday Ye 13: This morning 
| was calld to gard. | went to 
the Bridg in the afternune our 
men marcht down to 
Charlstown. Thay marcht on to 
Bunker hill and down by whorf 
and then back to Cambrid 
where there was two hundre 
soldiers besid ofisers. 

Sunday Ye I4: This morning | 
was relieved of a gard about 
ten aclok. | staid home all day. 


What Our Readers Say: 


To the Editor of 
TOWNSMAN: 

W. Berthold’s letter of May 1 is 
all to the good though short of 
correcting the situation discuss- 
ed. For example: 

The State legislature is oc- 
cupied by representatives ‘‘over 
which the voters could at least 
have some control’ but the 
legislature still has a reputation 
of taking care of its own. 
Moreover towns that do have 
representative government do 
continue to have the problem of 
nonattendance by represen- 
tatives whose district has nothing 
special wanted of a town 
meeting. 

However, there is a way with 
which to make Andover’s town 
meetings better, much better. 
But it has little to do with the 
number of people who attend a 
given town meeting or; if they 
are representatives. Madison in 
his Federalist Paper No. 55 puts 
his finger on the problem: 

‘“‘Nothing can be more 
fallacious than to found our 
political calculations on 
arithmetical principles. 50 or 60 
men may be more properly 
trusted with a given degree of 
power than five or six. But it does 
not follow that five hundred or 
six hundred would be propor- 
tionably a better depository.”

It is clear then that we should’ 


seek not to rely so much upon a 
minimum number or representa- 
tion, though that is essential, as 
upon adequate limitations on the 
powers of town meeting so that 
they may not be used incorrectly, 
or imprudently even if correct. 
Most voters, for example, will 
agree that town affairs would be 
better served by making it dif- 
ficult to give any subsidy rather 
than to say that 200, 500, or 800 
voters’ approval is sufficient. 

In this light it can be un- 
derstood that town meetings 
generally need controls such that 
centers of power are duly limited 


. to. the.end. that-votes are cast-in ~ - 


keeping with common sense

An Open Letter 
to Dr. Katz 


Yours was a well planned and 
adroitly executed maneuver at 
the recent town meeting. Under 
the pretext of saving taxpayers’ 
dollars you succeeded in depriv- 
ing our School Committee of the 
benefit of competent legal 
counsel and further weakened 
their already strained capacity to 
effectively influence school 
policy. 

Many of our townspeople are 
irritated and puzzled by your 
overkill of this line item in the 
school budget - the money the 
Committee requested for legal 
counsel. They think the town 
ought to know that you were not 
preoccupied with saving tax- 
payers’ dollars, nor were you 
particularly concerned with 
fiscal integrity, pleasant though 
it might be to believe that. They 
think the town ought to be aware 
of the subtle pressures - not real- 
ly subtle at all to anyone obser- 
ving the school scene - which 
were motivating you at that town 
meeting. 

Let it be said at the outset that 
the School Committee was on 
solid legal ground in budgeting 
for its own legal counsel separate 
from the town counsel. 
Provisions for special school 
department legal assistance are 
spelled out in Section 37F of 
Chapter 71 of the General Laws 
relating to School Committees. 
To describe our School Com- 
mittee’s request for such 
assistance as evidence of a 
propensity for ‘‘silly wrangling’ 
is not quite truthful. It does little 
to aid the community in un-

derstanding the complex nature 
of the Committee’s role. 

To view your action from a 
more enlightened perspective, 
the townspeople should grasp the 
reality that you were the chair- 
man of the former School Com- 
mittere that initially hired and 
then granted life tenure to our 
present Superintendent, Dr. 
Seifert. Yours was the Com- 
mittee that instituted the policy 
of progressive education in An- 
dover, and Dr. Seifert was the 
Superintendent that installed the 
radically new programs in our 
public schools. Your granting of 
life tenure to the Superintendent 
insured that subsequently elected 
School Committees would have 
their hands tied in attempting to 
alter the ‘‘innovative’’ 
philosophy which has now been 
institutionalized. 

Alarmed at the progress the 
present independent counsel was 
making on School Committee 
legal matters, you apparently 
saw a threat to the continued in- 
fluence and control by your 
progressive educationalists over 
school department policies, prac- 
tices, and educational doctrine. 
‘You would prefer the Committee 
to be entirely dependent on 
counsel appointed by the Town 
Manager and Selectman, rather 
than a lawyer who can be com- 
pletely objective, free and aloof 
from the pressures from other 
boards, and who has expertise in 
school legal matters. 

The establishment which you 
and your former Committee con- 
ceived and nurtured fosters an 
educational environment unen- 
cumbered with guidelines for 
achievement, objectives, stan- 
dards, and accountability for the 
results of its performance. 
Though saddled with the legal 
responsibility for School Depart- 
ment ‘‘boondoggles’’ and the 
usual paper shuffling attendant 
to routine school business, our 
duly elected School Committee 
has proved powerless to elicit 
from our educators a practical 
program of staff evaluation, 
academic standard setting, or ac- 
countability for the learning 
results achieved in our schools. 
Our Committee’s dependency on 
data gathered, interpreted, and 
presented by administration per- 
sonnel on alternatives and 
priorities established by them, 
practically insures that their 
decisions are made on the basis 
of an educational perspective 
defined only by the very people 
whom the School Committee is 
supposed to govern. The model 
recently submitted to our School 
Committee by the teachers’ un- 
ion for ‘‘self’’ evaluation is a 
perfect example. Apparently the 
performance of our school 
system and those who man it 
shall continue to be evaluated 
solely by the educational prac- 
titioners themselves - a privilege 
denied most other professions

and vocations. 

Your successful maneuver to 
strip our School Committee of 
legal muscle may, however, 
serve one noble purpose if it 
alerts perceptive townspeople to 
where the true power and in- 
fluence behind our school policies 
and programs really lies. School 
Committee Chairman Griggs and 
others delude themselves that 
our elected school officials com- 
prise anything more than a 
titular body, void of any real 
effective power and influence 
over the direction of school 
policy. 

That the monarchy of the 
superintendency is strongly in- 
fluenced by you, and your 
followers, was aptly 
demonstrated at the town 
meeting as Dr.. Seifert uttered 
not a word in support of the 
School Committee. One would 
suppose that a Superintendent 
would be most happy to have his 
own legal counsel at his disposal, 
but the Superintendent remained 
mute on the Committee’s re- 
quest. One can only conclude that 
his sympathies lie with sources 
other than the elected School 
Committee and strongly suggest 
that his cooperation with the 
Committee is something less 
than the 100 per cent which he 
publicly professes. 

But we should also remember 
that the town and the School 
Committee are inseparable, and 
when you put the School Com- 
mittee in jeopardy you did the 
same to the town at large. If the 
Committee is vulnerable, so is 
the town and in the same degree. 
Without the benefit of skillful and 
unconstrained legal advice, the 
complex questions inherent in 
School Committee decision mak- 
ing could involve the Committee - 
and the town - in endless ‘“‘silly 
wranglings.’’ A recent Supreme 
Court decision on students’ rights 
exposes a school committee and 
its administration to suits by 
students and their families. 
Towns across the country are dis- 
covering this serious fact of life. 
Legislation making teachers 
eligible for unemployment com- 


pensation during the summer 


will raise a forest of strange 
legal trees. Suits filed by certain 
bus drivers in disagreement with 
a school administrator’s 
management of their contracts 
are not mere “‘silly wranglings”’ 
as you suggest, nor are suits 
threatened by teachers or ad- 
ministrators challenging the 
authority of the School Com- 
mittee to make demotions when 
performance slackens. 

It appears that in such matters 
as demotions, the ‘‘legal 
wrangling’’ initiated by the 
aggrieved parties need never be 
based on the merits of the action 
taken against them, but rather 
develop as the result of poorly 
drafted school department per- 
sonnel contracts that give 
teachers and administrators such 
a host of procedural loopholes to 
avoid accountability for their ac- 
tions that it makes a mockery of 
school board authority. 

The management of a $9,000,- 
000 school budget is a large 
enough project to command the 
attention of top drawer legal 
counsel. The School Committee 
will not have the benefit of that 
caliber of counsel in the coming

Current estimates on comple- 
tion date and initial work forces 
going into the plant are August 
1976. 

The briefing session and 
presentation of plans has been a 
process to alert the local of- 
ficials as to the progress of 
Hewlett-Packard in locating in 
Andover in the industrial 
property owned by Awkright - 
Boston Insurance Co. and for 
which Andover voters approved 
$2.5 million in funds to build a 
trunk line sewer connection to 
the area in 1973. 

Actual construction date was 
initially set for a year ago. Last 
spring, Hewlett-Packard in- 
dicated to local officials that it 
would delay its construction 
scheduled at that time due to 
the economic situation. 

Some development work did, 
however, proceed with the con- 
struction of roadways and site 
preparation during the fall and 
spring. 

The alerting of local officials 
as to the current status of H-P 
development plans, initiates 
some problems for the town, in 
view of sewer line construction, 
rising costs and Lawrence in- 
terests. 

The $2.5 million appropriated 
a couple of years ago was the 
best estimate at that time for 
bringing the trunk sewer line to 
the industrial land in West An- 
dover, and connecting with the 
Lawrence trunk. 

Since that time costs have 
risen and the TOWNSMAN has 
learned that current estimates 
indicate that the appropriation 
could be short of the amount 
available by about $350,000. 

This figure, however, is un- 
known at the moment due to 
consideration of the possibility 
of the city of Lawrence bringing 
a line across the Merrimack 
River from the city filtration 
plant and connecting with the 
new trunk line. 

Indications are that Andover 


will seek some bids on two sizes 
of sewer line construction, one 
for the originally planned line, 
the other a larger pipe to handle 
the increased flow from 
Lawrence. 

Lawrence is under orders 
from the Environmental 
Protection Agency to remove 
the discharge of backwash 
water used at the filter plant 
from the Merrimack River. 

The most economical way 
would be to pipe it across the 
river to the new trunk line 
which will be tied in with the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District Treatment Plant in 
North Andover. 

City and Andover officials 
have been discussing the 
matter the past several weeks. 

Some of the increased cost 
factors involved in the Andover 
sewer line construction may be 
tempered by the city participa- 
tion in the overall project. 

There is also the possibility 
that local administrators could 
seek some assistance from 
either the developer, 
Arkwright, owners of the land, 
or Hewlett-Packard the initial 
industrial park tenant. 

When the Hewlett-Packard 
proposal was presented to the 
town over two years ago, 
original estimates called for 
the multi-million dollar plant to 
employe up to 750 persons in- 
itially, by the end of 1975. 

Additional construction and 
continued employment buildup 
is planned over a five year 
period, according to the initial 
planning presentation. 

Road improvements on River 
Road are also contemplated as 
part of the industrial park 
development. The state is to 
improve and complete the 
Route 93 cloverleaf at River 
Road, and widening of the road 
is to be accomplished by the 
town with Chapter 90 funds. 

H-P has granted the town 


conservationists a strip of land -
